After 
dashing Americans’ hopes for a $50 tax 
rebate this year, President Carter is 
letting them know what help they can 
expect from the government to ease 
the burden of inflation. 
The President planned to unveil at a 
White House news conference today 
the 
details 
of the anti-inflation 
program 
he 
promised 
during 
his 
campaign. 
In scrapping his $10 billion tax 
rebate plan Thursday, Carter may 
have done more to reassure business 
about the adm inistration's com ­ 
m itm ent 
to 
fight 
inflation than 
anything 
that 
will 
be 
in 
today’s 
program. 
On Wall Street, which had been 
worried over the possible inflationary 
impact of the 
rebates, the 
stock 
market gained nearly 9 points in heavy 
trading Thursday. 
Although Carter said last year he 
would ask for standby authority to 
impose wage and price controls, he 
and his advisers have said they no 
longer want this. 
“There is nothing in this program 
that involves controls or coercion, 
either actual or standby in nature," 
Treasury 
Secretary 
W. 
Michael 
Blumenthal told reporters this week. 
Instead of controls, the new anti­ 
inflation program was expected to 
emphasize voluntary discussions 
among business, labor and govern­ 
ment of wage and price policies in the 
private economy. 
It also will lay out the general in­ 
flation targ ets the adm inistration 
hopes to achieve and will put great 
stress 
on 
reducing 
government 
paperwork and regulations that are 
said to cause private business to in­ 
crease prices. 
The program will be aimed at 
keeping inflation from getting worse in 
the short run and reducing the current 
high level of prices in the long run. 
The administration says the un­ 
derlying inflation rate in the economy 
is about 6 per cent, which is still high 
by historical standards. But in recent 
months, there have been worrisome 
signs inflation might be edging toward 
the double-digit range. 


Subscription 
Rates To Go 
Up In May 


Due to the spiraling costs the weekly 
subscription price of The Herald will 
be increased beginning May 2. The 
price by carrier will be 90 cents per 
week. The price for single issues at 
newstands will be 20 cents per copy. 
Senior citizens carrying the Golden 
Buckeye Card will receive a IO per 
cent discount on all subscriptions paid 
for in advance at The Herald business 
office. 
The 
increase 
became 
necessary 
because newsprint and supply costs 
have soared in the last three years. 
Newsprint alone has increased in price 
six times. 
Newspaper carriers and motor route 
drivers will share in the increase. 


Carter said at a White House news 
conference Thursday that his decision 
to scrap the rebates was done partly 
out of concern over the recent statis­ 
tics showing inflation on the rise. 


He also junked his proposals for $2.5 
billion in tax credits for business. Both 
plans had been part of the $31 billion 
two-year economic stimulus program 
Carter decided upon before taking 
office. 


Carter said he will continue to push 
for the jobs programs and permanent 
tax adjustments that made up about

Carter said the energy program he 
will announce next week “is quite 
severe” and hinted it could add a new 
inflationary spark of its own. 
His surprise decision to scrap the 
rebates for 200 million Americans was

primarily economic, Carter said. He 
said the economy is now doing well 
without it, and he is worried over 
recent statistics that show inflation 
worsening.

“We don’t think there’s a need 
anymore," Carter said. 
The President said the money saved 
from the rebates and tax credits will 
be used to reduce the fiscal 1977 budget 
deficit. 
He said he would “strongly oppose" 
any congressional efforts to divert the 
funds to new spending programs. 
Budget Director Bert I^ance told 
reporters the 
deficit, 
estim ated 
previously at nearly $70 billion, will be 
reduced to at least $57 billion.

Bums, who may have helped kill the 
rebates with his repeated warnings to 
Congress that they would be in­ 
flationary, 
I ii bor leaders withheld comment on 
the rebate decision, although Carter 
said he believes President George 
Meany of the AFL-CIO supported it. 
He said he had consulted labor leaders. 
Most reaction in Congress was swift 
and approving, although Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie, D-Maine, accused the 
President of breaking a promise to 
persons needing the money to pay high 
fuel charges and other bills. 
* ‘The people have been told since last 
December that this relief is coming,” 
Muskie said. “They have been looking 
forward to it.... We ought to keep faith 
with them.” 
The rebate had been facing an un­ 
certain fate in the Senate. 
Sen. Russell Long, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, said he 
believes the rebate could have won 
Senate approval, “but not without the 
administration’s support.” 
“If the economy sags, the rebate 
may be renewed; we’ll just have to 
wait and see,” said the Louisiana 
Democrat.

However, the 
Auditor’s office is withholding monthly 
payments to two villages in favor of a 
lump sum payment to each at the end 
of the year. Withheld this month was

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
number of people filing initial claims 
for unemployment benefits increased 
during the week ending April 9, ac­ 
cording to the Ohio Bureau of Employ­ 
ment Services. 
Administrator Albert Giles said 
15,185 newly unemployed workers filed 
initial claim s under all jobless 
programs, a 12.5 per cent increase 
over the previous week’s total. 
But the number of jobless Ohioans 
filing claims under all programs, 
initial and continued, was estimated at 
160,361, a 3.1 per cent drop from the 
week ending April 2. 
Giles said 3,375 out of work residents 
had exhausted their benefits under all 
programs. 
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licensing bureau overwhelmed with 
the growth of CB radio.

In its original budget request earlier 
this year, Uncle Charlie sought $59.8 
million for the fiscal year starting Oct.

Chairman Richard E. Wiley told a 
House appropriations subcommittee 
the increase would permit hiring 26 
new staffers, only three of whom would 
be connected with the Citizens Band 
Radio Service. And their CB activities 
would be shared with other FCC 
responsibilities.

Wiley 
acknowledged the phenomenal growth 
of CB — he compared it to an explosion 
— “from some 50,000 (license) ap­ 
plications per month two years ago to 
about 500,000 per month at the start of 
this fiscal year.” 
Due in part to Christmas sales and 
the elimination of the $4 application 
fee, nearly I million licenses were 


issued in January alone. 
But after a review of the CB 
program, a ranking agency source told 
The Associated Press, that a sup­ 
plemental budget request is being 
prepared that will seek about IOO new 
positions just for the CB program at a 
cost “of close to $3 million." 
“These would include 40 for en­ 
forcement, 40 for licensing and 20 for 
education,” the source said. 
Implying the FCC would liked to 
have sought additional funds, he said 
the agency felt any request for even 
more money and manpower would 
have met deaf ears on Capitol Hill. 
Despite this, the request is not likely 
to satisfy many CBers who express 
their disgust — on the air, and in let­ 
ters to congressmen, newspapers, CB 
magazines and columnists — with the 
situation often found on the channels. 
Channels in some areas are so 
cluttered with legal conversation ifs 
difficult to talk. Added to this problem, 
the critics say, is the abuse: CBers 
stepping 
on 
transm issions 
and 
throwing carriers, and using profanity 
and high-powered am plifiers that 
bleed on adjacent channels.

NEW YORK (AP) - A threehour 
White House meeting with top officials 
of the Carter administration has left 
some small-business leaders more en­ 
couraged about their role in the 
economy than in many years. 
The March 29 meeting was attended 
for a time by President Carter and 
later by Vice President Walter F. 
Mondale, along with many top White 
House, department and agency per­ 
sonnel, and by members of various 
business associations. 
“ Potentially it was the most 
significant meeting we ever had with a 
president," said Milton Stewart, 
president of the National Small 
Business Association. 
The talks covered a vast range of 
issues, including the frustrating 
paperwork 
load 
that 
some 
businessmen 
claim 
is 
almost 
destroying their efforts, and the 
inability of small business to obtain 
what it considers to be a fair per­ 
centage of federal procurements. 
The business leaders said they were 
especially encouraged by the promise 
of continued access to White House 
officials, perhaps on a regular monthly 
basis, rather than because of any 
specific promises. 
Said one: “Suddenly we’ve got en­ 
tree; people are willing to listen to us. 
Never has there been a time when a 
president would recognize small 
business as a national force.” 
Herbert Uebenson, a legislative 
officer with the National Small 
Business Association, commented 
afterward that “Now we have a 
counterforce to the Business Round­ 
table,” an organization of chief execu­ 
tives of the nation’s very largest 


companies. 
Small business has for years at­ 
tempted to counter what it claims is a 
preponderance of power wielded by 
big government, big business and big 
labor, none of which it says speaks for 
the small-business man. 
Stewart called on the President to 
expand small business’s share of 
federal procurements by $9 billion to 
$10 billion a 
year, 
giving small 
business a 35 per cent share as against 
24 per cent now. 
He also proposed that 
small 
business’s share of federal research 
and development expenditures be 
increased from what he said was a 
“scandalous” 3.5 per cent to IO per 
cent or more. 
And he suggested also that business 
be relieved of the myriad in­ 
formational forms it must provide the 
government and instead be obligated 
for only two reports a year : an income 
tax return and a general information 
report. 
During the 
presidential election 
campaign, Stewart’s group won from 
Carter approval of a recommendation 
to set as a goal a greater growth for 
small business than for big business 
and government. 
The candidate’s approval was 
sought at that time, said Stewart, 
because of the frustration of small and 
medium businesses in competing with 
bigness and, in fact, protecting 
themselves from acquisitions by big 
business. 
Stewart indicated that Carter hopes 
to carry out his commitment to greater 
growth for small business, which 
many businessmen consider to be all 
but the top 1,200, or the ‘bigs.’

High cholesterol rims in my family. 
Are there any new drugs that can 
reduce the cholestrol count in the 
blood? I’m a fairly big eater and weigh 
about 40 pounds more than I should. 
Mr. T.T., R.I. 
Dear Mr. T.: 
I gather from the rest of your letter 
that you are seeking a magic wand 
that will lower your blood cholesterol 
and relieve you of playing a respon­ 
sible part in accomplishing it. 
Drugs alone will not be effective if 
you don’t limit the kind of foods you eat 
and the amount. The accumulation of 
extra weight, cigarette smoking and 
uncontrolled high blood pressure are 
important in the total management of 
the patient with high cholestrol and 
triglyceride levels. 
There are a number of effective 
drugs for lowering the cholestrol. A 
new one, probucol, was recently 
developed and reported in the scien­ 
tific literature. In a large series of 
well-controlled cases, most of the 
patients lost about 20 per cent of the 
cholesterol levels in the blood. 
In the clinical trials, running over a 
period of eight years, there was 
remarkable freedom from side effects. 
This and other drugs are being used 
successfully, but only in a well- 
organized program that is directed at 
the total problem.

By Gun Club 


NEW YORK (AP) — A New York 
gun club has declared its own war on 
crime, offering $200 cash bounties to 
robbery victims who shoot and kill 
their attackers. 
“ The award is specifially for 
meritorious cases.... It’s just for 
certain instances,” Gerald Preiser, 
head of the 5,000-member Federation 
of Greater New York Pistol and Rifle 
Clubs, said Wednesday. “We call it a 
courageous citizen’s award.” 
Others have suggested a more apt 
term would be bounty, the scourge of 
the Old West. Without exception, city 
officials denounce the idea. - 
“This kind of approach is why we 
have been pushing so diligently for 
strong gun control,” 
said Mayor 
Abraham Beame. 
But Preiser said that sort of attitude 
is just political talk and does not deter 
crime. 
“We’re at a point where the city has 
gone so far downhill that there are too 
many illegal guns and too few legal 
girns. We feel people should be en­ 
couraged to defend themselves.” 
The gun group already has singled 
out three merchants for awards, all 
victims of recent attempted robberies. 
Four persons were shot and killed and 
another was wounded during the 
robberies.

Call Sign Ignoring 
Greatest CB Abuse 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Almost all 
CBers have “numbers,” but refusal to 
use their Federal Communications 
Commission call signs accounts for the 
greatest abuse of Citizen Band radio 
regulations. 
In fact Uncle Charlie, as the FCC is 
known, ranks failure to identify CB 
stations by their call signs at the top of 
the commission’s “trigger violations,” 
or enforcement priorities. 
The use of call signs is required by 
international treaty, says Deputy 
Chief James C. McKinney of the Field 
Operations Bureau, the FCC’s en­ 
forcement arm. 
“It’s main purpose is to control 
interference,” McKinney explains.

This often meant a 
wait of two months or more — a wait 
many new CBers ignored. 
McKinney also says the recent boom 
in CBs has brought with it a different 
type of radio operator, one more likely 
to abide by regulations. 
The FCC also found its new licensing 
procedure reduced the number of 
unlicensed CB operators. A survey last 
fall showed IO per cent of the nation's 
estimated 20 million CBers without 
licenses — and legal call signs — 
compared to 34 per cent during fiscal

CBers can use their handles, or 
nicknames, and CB club numbers with 
their FCC numbers, but failure to use 
the call sign at the beginnuig and at the 
end of each transmission is subject to 
an FCC fine of up to $500.

Refunds Increase 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio has 
been paying out more money in state 
personal income tax refunds in 1977 
than in the past two years, according 
to state Auditor Thomas Ferguson. 
Ferguson says his office has 
refunded $40,514,533 so far this year, 
eclipsing dollar totals of the past two 
years by nearly $6,000,000. 
The average amount of the refund 
check is also up over the past two 
years. At this time in 1976, said 
Ferguson, 
refund 
checks 
were 
averaging $23.75. But this year’s are 
averaging $26.06. 


When he was lieutenant governor, 
John Brown wanted to turn the old 
governors’ mansion on East Broad 
Street into a state home for lieutenant 
governors.

Misusers O f CB 
Facing FCC Action 
As Violations Grow

munications Commission is known, 
offers CBers six ways to get his prompt 
attention. 
Acknowledging it does not have the 
manpower to police all of the abuse on 
citizens band radio channels, the 
FCC’s Field Operations Bureau is 
putting its enforcement emphasis on 
what it considers the worst offenders. 


“ We 
have 
set 
up 
six 
trigger 
violations to which field inspectors 
give their priorities,” says Jam es C. 
McKinney, the bureau's deputy chief. 
They are: 


—Failing to use the radio operator’s 
“ numbers,” or FCC call sign. 


—Using linear amplifiers, devices 
that boost a CB unit’s power from the 
legal four-watt limit to as much as 
2,000 watts. 


—Transmitting on frequencies other 
than the 40 allocated for CB use. 


—Using 
indecent, 
obscene 
or 
profane language. 
—Using CB frequencies to violate 
state, local or federal law, such as 
burglary or kidnaping. 
- Working “ skip,” or transmitting 
farther than the 150 miles permitted by 
FCC regulations. 
Penalties for all but the indecent 
language violations could be fines of 
$500 a day, although McKinney says 
the actual fine usually is $100. 
Using indecent language is a 
criminal violation subject to a $10,000 
fine and a year in jail. 
But even 
with 
its 
enforcement 
program focusing on the “ trigger” list, 
the FCC is unable to rid the CB air­ 
waves of abuse, as any CBer with ears 
quickly hears. 
McKinney acknowledges the en­ 
forcement problem and says it often is 
the first topic brought up at CB forums 
and meetings he attends. The problem, 
he says, is manpower.* 
“ This bureau has approximately the 
same number of people in the field now 
that it had in 1948,” he explains.

Two brothers who run a meat packing 
business here decided it might be 
possible for small businessmen to win 
a legal fight with the state. So far they 
have won two skirmishes after band­ 
ing together with others in their 
business. 
John and Terry Tucker are leading 
the drive to stop Ohio Agriculture 
Secretary John Stackhouse’s attempts 
to drop the state meat and poultry in­ 
spection program and turn it over to 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
Stackhouse said the move would save 
the state about $4 million. 
But the Tuckers said they didn’t 
want to turn a local program over to 
the federal government and began 
drumming up support for their fight 
among the 647 other state-inspected 
meat plants in Ohio. 
“ Right after we heard about 
Stackhouse’s plans—it was just a 
rumor then—we got a tip that a state 
law had created the state inspection 
program,” John Tucker said. That 
would mean Stackhouse could not or­ 
der the program abandoned. The 
legislature would have to pass a bill 
canceling the inspections.

It turns out the tip was right and with 
support from Rep. John E. Johnson, D-

The brothers say they are taking 
their lead from President Carter who 
has espoused a philosophy of local 
control. 
“ You know, we’re sm all busi­ 
nessmen and go along and pay our 
taxes on time and probably pay more 
than we must because we can’t afford 
specialists to look for loopholes. We 
also usually just take these things, but 
it looked like time to fight,” John 
Tucker said. 
The Tuckers feel it’s been a good 
fight even if they don’t win, although 
indications are that they will. The 
USDA already has announced it will 
not take over the Ohio program and 
Stackhouse said he will not push for the 
legislature to abandon its mandate for 
the program.

and suggested a few pointers in con­ 
nection with house cleaning:

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Derby United Methodist Church 
One O f Earliest In Community 


Church Briefs 


By GEORGIA SW EET 
Derby Correspondent 
One of the earliest organizations in 
the Derby community was the Derby 
United Methodist Church. 
It had its origins about 1800 when 
Thomas Reynolds, a Methodist, and 
some 200 other early settlers arrived in 
the area. The first ordained clergyman 
was reported to be the Rev. Robert 
Finley, a traveling preacher or circuit 
rider. 
His 
son, 
Jam es, 
became 
a 
missionary to the Wyandotte Indians 
in northern Ohio near Upper San­ 
dusky. James held the first camp 
meetings along with a converted 
Wyandotte named ‘Between The Logs’ 
who was always accompanied by a 
Negro companion who translated for 
him. 
The meetings were held on the banks 
of Darby Creek. Others who followed 
James Finley were Jacob Young and 
Isaac McHenry. 
Before the first church was built, 
meetings were held in bams, schools 
and homes for lack of proper facilities. 
In 1844 the first church was con­ 
structed. Open to all denominations, it 
was named the Free Will Church. 
For some reason the Methodists 
withdrew from the Free Will Church to 
reorganize and hold their services in a 
school near the church. 
The second church in the area was 
named the Renick Church in honor of 
the donor of the land on which the 
church was built. The land is now 
owned by Mrs. Mildred Mouser, 
By early 1887 Derby was settled and 
growing fast. A school was built on the 
site of the present Minuteman Antique 
Dealers, serving as both elementary 


and high school for some years. This 
was the subject of my recent article on 
the old Derby School. 
It became obvious to members of the 
Renick Church that this growing 
settlement was also in need of spiritual 
guidance so a church was built in 1887 
at a cost of $2,000. 
Members subscribed for funds and 
the community obliged by donating 
money and labor. The ladies served 
hot meals on the construction site to 
feed the hungry workers. Needless to 
say, a lot of devotion went into this 
labor. 
In this fashion it was soon completed 
and was dedicated in September of 
1887. 
The original Renick Church was sold 
and Christian denominations con­ 
tinued to worship there. Years later it 
was sold again and moved to Grange 
Hall. 
It was still in use by the Church of 
Christ in Christian Union as late as 
1956. 
John Linebaugh donated the land for 
both the first Derby school and the 
Derby Church. He also gave the land 
on which the parsonage now stands. 
Derby was at that time on the 
Darbyville circuit and shared a suc­ 
cession of ministers—The Reverends 
Lemaster, Benzing, Sinff and Pat­ 
terson. The parsonage was built while 
Reverend Benzing headed the charge. 
When Patterson was appointed, the 
Big Plain and McKendree churches 
became part of the Derby-Darbyville 
circuit. Subsequent pastors were the 
Reverends Mindlin, Redman, Griffith, 
Bishop, Morrison, Cooper, Creamer, 
Harble, Miller, Tull, Kilpatrick, Rose, 
Scott, Ensley (who later became 


bishop of the United Methodist South­ 
western District of Ohio). 
During the stay of the Rev. Redman, 
a classroom was added to the church. 
In the mid 30s the Rev. Harlan was 
appointed to the Derby Charge and 
then the Reverend Wright. During the 
latter’s stay a bathroom was added to 
the church. I recall him donning bib 
overalls and doing repair work at the 
parsonage as the need arose. 
Then followed the Reverends Scott, 
Root and Immelt in the 40s, at which 
time the vestibule was added to the 
church. 
In 1946 the church interior was 
completely redecorated. Around 1960 
the Fellowship Hall was built chiefly 
through a building fund and a united 
effort among the church members. 
This was added to accommodate the 
church’s growing needs and the 
hundreds who came to attend the 
dinners and other functions held to 
raise funds, for wedding receptions 
and for needed classroom space. 
Members of the church are presently 
preparing to repair and insulate the 
parsonage. 
Following Immelt, the Reverends 
W eller, 
Steele, 
Bretz, 
Nihizer, 
Ricketts, Brown, H ill, Weinans, 
Maurer served. Succeeding Maurer in 
the pulpit was the Rev. Ullian Wright, 
the first lady pastor of the charge. She 
was succeeded by Ken Chapin and 
most recently by the Rev. I^arry 
Zellers who will soon be leaving. 
There has always been provision for 
youth in the church, beginning with the 
Epworth league. Irater came the 
Youth Fellowship and recently this 
expanded to include youth and adults 
alike to better serve the community. 


Through the years many seemingly 
impossible tasks have been un­ 
dertaken and through faith, deter­ 
mination and cooperation have suc­ 
ceeded. There is a spirit here which 
refuses to accept defeat and a feeling 
that in God’s house there can be no 
failures.

The poll found that 46 per cent of 
whites attend churches with some 
black members, while a slight 
majority, 54 per cent, still are in all- 
white congregations. A 1952 study in­ 
dicated that only 9.8 per cent of the 
nation’s mainly white congregations 
included blacks. 
In the new survey, the continuing 
reduced extent of de facto segregation 
was attributed to residential patterns, 
to pride of blacks in preserving their 
own churches and persisting remnants 
of prejudice. 
Nevertheless, two-thirds of all 
whites nationally, including both those 
already worshipping with some blacks 
and those who don’t, want more blacks 
among coworshippers.

Hiram Offers 
W eekend Plan 
For Students 


HIRAM, Ohio (A P) — Hiram College 
is setting up a program that one 
teacher says is “ for people who got 
hooked by the routines of life” —the 
weekend college, complete with dorms 
and sports events. 
Under the program which begins in 
September, students will come to 
Hiram every other weekend during the 
school year to earn a bachelor of arts 
degree majoring in business man­ 
agement, 
social 
sciences 
or 
humanities and the fine arts. 
And they will be able to complete 
their degree in the same period of time 
it would take a regular full-time 
student, officials said Thursday as 
they announced the program. 
Officials said the weekend students 
will be encouraged to take advantage 
of campus facilities, 
including a 
residence hall and dining service as 
well as library and athletic facilities. 
They'll also have a chance to attend 
concerts, theater productions and art 
exhibits. 
Behind the approach are the beliefs 
that adult education will grow, that 
college facilities should benefit the full 
community and that the number of 18- 
year-olds for regular admissions is 
decreasing. 
There also is the expectation that 
adult students will be more alert, more 
worldly and more highly motivated. 
They are 
expected to be 
more 
demanding of detail, quality and 
knowledge for its own sake as well as 
for its practicality. 
' The Hiram Weekend College is not 
a knee-jerk reaction to get on the adult 
education bandwagon,” President 
Elmer Jagow said, explaining it was 
based on a market survey, indepth 
interview and intensive internal study. 


“ Evening programs are often 
unattractive because they conflict with 
fam ily 
and 
employment 
com­ 
mitments,” Jagow added. He said 
some take as much as six years to 
complete and often ‘‘lack a critical 
component—continuous 
interaction 
between faculty and students.” 


Each term will be ll weeks, and 
three will make up an academic year. 
Officials said credit may be granted 
for previous college work and personal 
experience.

Prime Time To Observe

ducks and geese will be heading for 
Canada in large numbers.

Ducks normally concentrate during 
their spring flights to their northern 
breeding grounds, but with early hot 
weather the late breeders that would 
enjoy the southern clim ate another 
week or two are rousted along with the 
normal flights and even the peripheral 
flyways through Ohio began to look 
like major duck routes. 
Take a pair of binoculars and a field 
guide to the birds to one of the major 
reservoirs in Central Ohio (Delaware, 
Deer Creek or Hoover) and enjoy the 
preening and mating displays of the 
various species of waterfowl.

The daily hunting period for turkeys 
is one-half hour before sunrise to noon. 
The bag limit is one turkey per season. 
Hunters bagging a turkey must 
bring it to an official checking station 
for tagging by 2 p.m. the same day the 
turkey is taken. A brochure listing 
checking stations is included with each 
permit issued.

CINCINNATI (AP) - An official for 
the U.S. Enviromental Protection 
Agency has called for an acceleration 
on the development of an effective 
monitoring system for chemicals 
dumped into the Ohio River. 
‘ Tracking these things is half art, 
half science,” said Dr. Andrew 
Breidenbach, assistant E PA ad­ 
ministrator for water and hazardous 
materials. 
Breidenbach told a congressional 
subcommittee here Wednesday that 
tracking such chemical deposits was 
‘‘sometimes terribly elusive. 
‘‘The task definitely is not an exact 
science," he said. 
During a day-long hearing. Reps. 
Thomas Luken, D-Ohio, and Douglas 
Walgren, D-Pa., sought some specific 
answers for the spills of carbon tet­ 
rachloride into the Ohio River. 
Luken noted in his opening remarks 
that the Ohio River was the source of 
drinking water for 1.8 million citizens 
in more than six states. 
The testimony Wednesday focused 
particularly on the 70-ton slug of 
carbon tetrachloride that made its way 
down the Ohio River last February. 
“The recent carbon tetrachloride 
discharge and the subsequent EPA 
findings suggest that the citizens of 
cities along the Ohio River may have 
been exposed to unhealthy levels of a 
toxic chemical,” Luken said. 
Breidenbach noted that it was only 
after the 70-ton spill that it learned that 
the FMC Corp. had reported to the 


state of West Virginia 20 other carbon 
spills during the past two years. 
The corporation had entered a 
consent order that called for a halt to 
further spills of carbon tetrachloride. 
Breidenbach revealed to the sub­ 
committee on oversight and in­ 
vestigations that on April ll the EPA 
informed the company that it might 
file a motion to show cause why FMC 
should not be held in contempt of court. 
The federal agency claimed that self­ 
monitoring data from FMC had shown 
that they might be in violation of the 
consent order. 
FMC alleged that its selfmonitoring 
data was unrepresentative because the 
plastic bottles used to collect and store 
samples were contaminated. 
FMC vice pesident Raymond Tower 
and other company officials noted that 
limitations on legal discharges did not 
include carbon tetrachloride and were 
far 
below 
the 
actual 
amount 
discharged daily by FMC. 
Tower said the daily discharge level 
could have been between 2,000-4,000 
pounds per day for the past two years. 
He denied that any spills had oc­ 
curred other than those reported to 
West Virginia. 
He also took exception to the claims 
that

‘‘We aren’t trying to say that carbon 
tetrachloride is a harmless chemical,”

It’s a story about 
Airlines To 
M ake Room 
For Disabled 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Airlines no 
longer will be allowed to deny seats to 
handicapped persons by arguing they 
might get in the way during an 
evacuation, the Federal Aviation 
Administration says. 
The agency also says all crew 
members must be trained in the 
evacuation of handicapped persons 
and must instruct the handicapped on 
emergency procedures before each 
flight. 
The FAA ruling, which goes into 
effect May 16, is based on an extensive 
study that showed “the potential for 
handicapped passengers delaying 
evacuation would appear minimal.” 
The FAA decided not to require the 
disabled to have their canes or crut­ 
ches nearby. It said tests showed that 
these devices got in the way and 
“ handicapped persons reached the 
exit with remarkable speed using only 
seatbacks for support.” 
The FAA is instructing each airline 
to establish its own procedures for 
carrying handicapped passengers. But 
it issued a lengthy set of its own 
suggestions and said it would review 
each airline’s procedures. 
The new regulations are more 
flexible than a tentative 1974 proposal 
that would have regulated all tran­ 
sportation of handicapped persons by 
air. 
There are no such regulations now, 
but the Federal Aviation Act of 1958 
permits airlines to deny passage to 
anyone whose presence might be 
considered “ inimical” to flight safety. 
Airlines have used this provision 
rarely in recent years but have oc­ 
casionally refused to sell tickets to 
people who can’t walk. 
The new rules, issued last week, 
prohibit a carrier from denying a seat 
to any handicapped person who meets 
reasonable requirements.

Of 
the 225, 120 critics responded 
with votes, according to show 
officials. 
Your observer got no ballot. 
Mr. Susskind’s office says it 
thought your observer still 
lived in New York and sent it 
there. 
But your observer 
moved here last June to avoid 
dunning notices and ballots. 
Had we received the ballot, 
we would have written on it. 
‘‘Please leave three quarts” 
and resumed the poker game. 


Alas, the game was inter­ 
rupted anyway by orders to 
cover the TV critics' thing, 
even though we suggested it 
meant less to history than the 
first man to go over Niagara 
Falls in a beer firkin.

flood insurance program. 
“ We are very pleased that so many 
Ohio communities have qualified for a 
federal program which allows their 
citizens to purchase insurance against 
flood 
and 
other 
water-related 
damage.” stated Teater, who noted the 
devastation left in the wake of the 
recent flooding in Kentucky and West 
Virginia. 
1716 Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources (ODNR) coordinates the 
National Flood Insurance Program 
within Ohio. 
Under the program 
communities and their residents 
become eligible for the sale of low-cost 
flood insurance. The federally spon­ 
sored program is operated by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development’s Federal Insurance 
Administration. 
ODNR normally receives about five 
applications a month. The number 
increased to an average of seventeen 
applications during February and 
March. 
“ Ohio leads most other states in the 
number of communities eligible for the 
sale of flood insurance,” Teater said.
